REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
Applicants' claims have been allowed because the Applicants are claiming a 
dissociation process for dissociating hydrogen sulfide and/or mercaptans into sulfur and 
hydrogen or hydrocarbons, which is fundamentally different from the Claus process 
described in U. S. Pat. 4,280,990 where a portion of the hydrogen sulfide is oxidized 
into sulfur dioxide and then this sulfur dioxide reacts with the remainder of the hydrogen 
sulfide to produce sulfur and water (please see col. 1 Ins. 27-60 and also col. 7 Ins. 34- 
49 in U. S. Pat. 4,280,990). Additionally, the Attorney noted other differences between 
the Applicants' claimed process and the process of U. S. pat. 4,280,990 - for example, 
the Applicants' claim 1 calls for the temperatures that are lower than 150 oC whereas 
col. 5 In. 11 in U. S. Pat. 4,280,990 call for temperatures that are at least 160 oC, and 
the Applicants' liquid is capable of dissolving intermediate reaction products and/or 
sulfur whereas the liquid of U. S. Pat. 4,280,990 only acts as a coolant (and not a 
solvent): please see col. 6 In. 67 in U. S. Pat. 4,280,990.
